The coun- 
cilmen and Richard G. Manley, 
city service manager, offered to 
extend the water mains if that 
district would vote to join the 
city.

company, will bring the issue 


before all the residents, number- 
ing more than 100, and _ indi- 
cations are the district will vote 
to become part of Upland.

ENDS LONG SEARCH 
FOR LOST BROTHER 


F. C. Dwyier, Eleventh Street, 
Hears From Nephew That 
Relative Is Dead 








PARTED 20 YEARS AGO 


Local Man Will Be Visited by 
“Bon of Brother and 
Hear Story 





From the lips ot a nephew 
whom he knew as a youth, F. 
Cc. Dwyier, 539 Eleventh street, 
is' today expecting to hear a 
story he has been seeking for 
20 years to learn. 

As middle-aged men Mr. Dwy- 
ier and his brother—father ot 
the nephew—parted. That was 
20 years ago in Coffee county 
Kansas. Hight years ago the 
local man arrived in Upland 
after’ making several moves. 

Mail addressed to the brother 
was returned. Inquiries in many 
cities and states gave no inform- 
ation as to the whereabouts of 
the brother Dwyier. 

Mrs. Sam Jones, a new Up- 
land resident, residing on Cen- 
tral avenue, continued the search 
for her uncle. She addressed in- 
quiries to every city in which 
she thought it was possible her 
uncle might have lived or was 


living. 
A postal authority in one 
Michigan city became inter- | 


ested and casually inquired of | 
a friend. 

That inquiry led to Alfred 
Dwyier at Lockwood, Mo. A 
short time later, the local people 
received a letter from Missouri\| 
explaining that he was a nephew 
and cousin or the family and 
that his father had been dead 
for 12 years. 

Mr. Dwyier, the nephew and 
family is expected in Upland) 
soon as the result of that and 
subsequent communications.

The measure, sponsored by the 
Upland delegation and Mr. Gray 
as spokesman, was largely fav- 
ored by the group and specifies 
that when solicitors come to a 
city they are to subject them- 
selves to fingerprinting and an 
investigation. 

Several days may elapse be- 
fore the police will be able to 
give the applicant an_ identifi- 
cation card. When a card 1s 
given, it signifies that the man’s 
police record is clear and that 
his wares or proposition are not 
fraudulent. 

When the final draft of the 
measure is ready, another meet- 
ing will be called of the city and 
chamber representatives.
